aE BEVISIONISM 


Probably the first to revise Aleister 
Crowley's teachings was Norman Mudd, 
a Mathematics professor who, after 
Cefalu, proved, with mathematical. 
precision, a number of things that 
Crowley found most unlike, He then 
drowned himself, Crowley was not 
fond of him. When Jasked about Mudd 
one day at 93 Je St he frowned, 
snorted, said, "Oh, you mean that id- 
iot who loaded his pockets with rocks 
and walked into the sea?" Surely a 
lesson to all future revisionists, 
but they still try. 


Then came Frater Achad and the Achad 
Tree. Crowley himself condemned it 
(note 1, p. 7, M&TP) and it has cer- 
tainiy had a Strange history with 
firm believers who have taken it to 
extravagent lengths, and equally firm 
opponents who agree with Crowley that 
turning the OTz Oh'!M = 228 upside 
down by interchanging the leaves is 
dangerous nonsense, Personally I 
agree with Crowley. Intellectual 
brilliance will not get you across 
the Abyss. 


Next on my check list (this is infin- 
tely expandable) was a friend of mine 
Jack Parsons, who with his Babalon 
Working supposedly brought down a lith 
Chapter of Liber AL. This seems to 
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have set a trend. And it is a beau- 
tiful example of a magician seriously 
at work. But I can not accept it as 
a valid lth Chapter of Liber AL. He 
did, however, add Something new to 
the brittle intellectualism of Mudd 
and Achad? passion! His feeling for 
Babalon is poignant. And his ability 
as a poet makes him worthy of consid= 
eration - even if only as a model of 
what not to do. 


Then there was Level Press operated 
by a Mr, Lee Heflin, Mr, Heflin has 
a curious fixation about Liber Al, He 
refuses to believe it is, "Do what 
thou wilt shall be the whole of the 
law," but changes it to, "Do what 
thou wilt is the whole of the Law." 
Now this might make sense from some 
angelic point of view - angels living 
in a world of no-time where every- 
thing is happening all at once like 
the current inside a telephone line - 
but humans live in a world of renewal 
and decay. It wouldn't be so bad if 
he were upfront, but his method of 
penetrating the Thelemic conscious= - 
ness is interesting. In general it 
consists of publishing a Crowley book 
and inserting, "Do what thou wilt is 
the whole of the Law," without notice 
to the unwary that this is directly 
counter to Liber AL and Crowley. Why 
he should try to redirect the Thelee. 
mic current at this late date by 
calling blind signals from an unseen 
sideline is every Thelemites' business. 


The rhenomenon known as "lth Chapter 
of Liber ALitis" is a hard fish to 
pin down, because what is trumpéted 
as such among a few chosen insiders 
may not exactly say that when read. 
Also the authors are heavy into con- 
cealing their personal glory by as- 
cribing the actual message to a 
Thelemic source. We have two eandi- 
dates in that category. First, THE 
BOOK OF PERFECTION (93 Publishing, 
1977)as delivered to 777 by Aiwass. 
Since Aleister Crowley designated me 
as YMENAIOC A 777 you might think 
that I wrote it. Not so. Pick a f, 
any f. It's the Wheel of Fortune, 
folks! 777, like any #, can be 
Claimed by anyone. Proof is another 
matter, THE BOOK OF PERFECTION is 
an endless repetition of words from 
Liber AL, especially those great big 
heavy HO-HO-HO ones, and other sour- 
ces, and about as original as a froz 
en TV dinner, The only thing that 
interested me was p. 73 where it is 
written, "This book shall be sent to 
the Temple of the East in its orig- 
inal and typewritten copy." "The 
game's afoot, Watson!" This solves 
a mystery. About 5 years ago I re- 
ceived a large manila envelope in 
the mail. It had an Oregon return 
address, but no name of sender. It 
was postmarked Jan 20'72. Inside 
were 2 documents, one in manuscript 
and a typed copy. It contained Lis- 
ber Jihaad and other material pre- 
Sumably published in THE BOOK OF 
PERFECTION, Since it was said to 
be communicated by Aiwass, presum- 
ably the same angel Aiwass who trans 
mitted Liber AL to Aleister Crowley, 
I take it that we are supposed to 
take it as an authentic communication 
from the Gods of Thelema. That seens 
unlikely since the envelope contain- 
ing this thundering nonsense was 
addressed to 

Mr, Kenneth Grant 

$ 0.T.O. 

PO Box 2043 

Dublin CA 94566 which 
happened to be the address of Hymen- 
aeus Alpha aka Grady Louis McMurtry. 
Now it just so happens that I met Mr. 
Grant in Aleister Crowley's presence 


in A.C.'s room at the Bell Inn, Aston 
Clinton, circa 19ll e.v. Si:ce Aleise 
ter Crowley could obviously tell Mr. 
Grant from Mr, MeMurtryat least long 
enough to introduce us, I am sure 
that his angel Aiwass could also do 
the same. Since he did not, I can 
only conclude that the Aiwass commn- 
icating THE BOOK OF PERFECTION is not 
the same Aiwass that transmitted liba 
er AL to Aleister Crowley. 


Our final exhibit is LIBER VEL OVIZ 
93 sub figura LXXVI as delivered by 
OVIZ to PRZOVAL 8° = 32, (The Khabs 
Temple, 537 Jones St, 78h75, San 
Francisco CA 91102) The text is the 
usual reshuffling of words from AL, 
ge new revelations I could find, and 
t rivately printed by the 0.T.O.," or 
so it says. Which O.T.O. it does 
not say. Put what is really inter- 
esting is the Introduction. For one 
thing it lets me off the hook as a 
possible author since it proclaims 
openly it's hostility to "the near 
total degeneration and fall of the 
existing Crowley pseudo-cults such 
as Hymenaeus Alpha's Rosicrucian- 
ised 0.T.0." Apparently they have 
never been around to see our Gnostic 
Mass, As for phrases sneh as, "The 
Master of A.A." and "The Brothers of 
A.A.", etc, Apparently the author 


of this work didn't even check the 
Sigil of A.°.A.°., clearly printed, 
in which the honor marks (.*,) after 
each letter are clearly shown. Now 
the honor (fire) marks indicate that 
A.A. a is an inner, higher Order 
than O.T.O. (no honor marks). But 
that is hardly surprising consider- 
ing that this particulr Aiwas is 
Spelled VIZ, Crowley accepted 3 
spelling of Aiwas: O'VZ = 933 
X'VXSm = 78, and AIFASigmaSigma = 
418 in the Creek cabala. In each 
instance the '(I) is before the V(F) 
and is properly pronounced Aiwas. 
With the Vau before the Yod, how- 
ever, it is properly pronounced 
OEH-vehi I doubt if Crowley's 
Aiwas would appreciate such a mis- 
interpretation. 


And now for the desért. Just as we 
in Aleister Crowley's 0.7.0. have 
our private recognition signals, 
verbal & written, we also have a 
private accord, never before pub- 
lished that I know of, that a kth 
Ohapter of AL is concealed in the 
3rd Chapter. Horus is a double God, 
As you will remember, AL III:35,"The 
half of the word of Heru-ra-ha, call 
ed Hoor-pa-kraat and Ra-Hoor-Khut," 
it having been the spell of Ra-Hoore 
Khuitthat was raised, 


As for finding the unknown and uni- 
dentified author/s of LIBER VEL OVIZ 
93, that should not be difficult. 
All we have to do is join the foray 
and call out the Baker Streetlrreg- 
ulars for, as Sherlock wovld say, 
"It's elemental, my dear Watson!" 
OEH-veh.,

"Intimation with reference to the 
constitution of the Order" 


Grand Lodge has at last managed to 
publish this Liber in a simple, ex- 
pandable format for the study of all 
0.T.0. members. Single copies will be 
provided without cost both for the 
asking and upon each initiation. 

Some comment is necessary before 
anybody freaks out over the Liber. 


l. The Supreme Council has indeed 
committed the Order to enactment of 
the provisions of the Liber; BUT 
there are limitations: 

A. No provision will be enacted 
if it is not legal ( times 
and laws have changed since 
the Liber was originally 
written. ). 

B. No provision will be enacted 
before its time ( means and 
circumstances must be right ). 

C. Nearly every provision will 
have to be greatly elaborated 
before it will be possible to 
put such a provision into 
practice, 

2. The opinions and advices of the 
membership, one and all, are solicited 
on every aspect of the Liber. 

3. Unduly harsh provisions may be 
soffened through elaboration. 

4. Hierarchical provisions will be 
retained as intactly as possible. 

5. Nearly all financial provisions 
will have to be drastically re- 
written. 

6. No provision relating to a degrée 
of membership not held by a sufficient 
number of members will be enacted until 
sufficient members are present in the 
degree. 

7. A quarterly report will be attached 
to the Grand Lodge edition of this Liber 
(starting in June of 1982 e.v.) detailing 
the progress in enactment and the present 
policies of the Supreme Council toward 
categories of the provisions in the Liber 


(the numbers below refer to line numbers) 
Here are some notes on the more 
"hot" provisions: 


line 20 of the Liber: Minerval through 
Third Degree have no governmental powers 
in the Order---but they may be officers 
of bodies, elected officials in the order 
and so on. "Government" is currently 
held to be refering to power by right 
of membership in degree--appointment is 
outside this limitation. 
Degrees V through VIII contain too 
few members for most of the regulations 
of this Liber to apply. 
No plans to impliment oaths of poverty 
are presently being made. Donations of 
a substantial part or all of a member's 
income or property will be refused. 
The Order is not presently able to 
provide for the continuing welfare of 
such members through financial management. 
All review of rights and complaints 
as noted in the Liber goes before 
the present Supreme Council ( Board of 
Directors ) on appeal from any lower 
juristdiction. 
lines 127-133. all provisions here about 
the IXth Degree are currently active, but 
most of the emphasis is on representation 
of the Supreme and Most Holy King ( Grady) 
through administrative action. 
lines 134-138 rully active. 
lines 139-146 The IXth Degree opponents 
to the Xth Degree are informally provided, 
not currently elected--provisions of the 
Articles and Bylaws protect any Board member 
from being Expelled for such action, and 
insure due-process to all opposing members. 
lines 166-172. Enacted with these exceptions: 
The Grand Treasurer General is elected by 
IXth Degree, not appointed by Xth. The 
G.T.G. is not absolute on financial matters, 
but is under review by Supreme Council. 
Removal and vow of poverty are not as 
noted in the Liber. 
lines 160-161 admission to VIIth Degree 
without donation of land is permissable, 
but a major contribution of labor or 
other continuing valuable assett must be 
provided to the Order. This is a broadening 
of the meaning of "property". 


The property of the Order is not 
directly held by the IXth Degree, rather 
the IXth Degree is enfranchized to elect 
tho directors who control the property 
of the Order.
